STUDENT SUCCESS SEMINARS 

Helping students with skills not covered in classes 
is the goal of Student Success Seminars. Offered 
twice weekly, these one-hour discussions include 
topics such as "Communicating with Faculty & 
Staff," "Test Anxiety," "Time Management," 
"Managing Personal Finances," "Note Taking 
Skills," and career-related topics. 

TECHNOLOGY BASICS 

A help session for students needing assistance with 
using a computer is offered once per week for an 
hour. This assistance includes attaching docu- 
ments to an email, using MS Word, saving docu- 
ments to a jump drive, and navigating the Internet. 
The help session is led by a trained tutor.
